Ronald R eagan’s 
proposed $250 million tax relief 
package, but offered an alter­ 
native. 
The Democrats, following a 
caucus, said they would sup­ 
port a proposed constitutional 
am endm ent to give tax relief to 
homeowners only through a re­ 
bate on the state income tax. 
Sen. 
George Miller 
Jr. 
of 
M artinez im mediately went to 
confer with Reagan and to de­ 
term ine whether the governor 
would put the subject of tax re­ 
lief before the current special 
session of the Legislature. 


Sen. George Moscone of San 
Francisco, the Senate's Demo- 
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cratic leader, said there was 
“no chance at all” of passing 
Reagan's plan in the Senate. 
Reagan said he needed some 
assurance of approval of the 
plan before he would put the 
subject on the special session 
agenda. 
Moscone 
said 
the 
virtually 
unanimous feeling was that Cal­ 
ifornians would get more tax re­ 
lief if nothing is done by the 
Legislature. In that case, the 
state sales tax autom atically 
drops back from five cents on 
the dollar to four and a half 
cents on Oct. 1.

5 election ballot — where it

The G O P governor already 
had a basic pledge of support

Magnuson. chairm an of the 
Senate Commerce Committee, 
said he had heard the increases 
might be as much as $200 a car 
and 
added:

creases would cost the Ameri­ 
can consumer close to $2 billion 
next year.” 
Okun replied that he agreed 
with Magnuson that car prices 
“ will be one of the most crucial 
pricing 
actions 
in 
coming 
months.” 
“ In 
1967,’’ he 
pointed out, 
“ factory sales of passenger cars 
were about $20 billion, about 2 4 
per cent of our gross national 
product.” 


Okun said the auto industry 
has had a good record for price 
stability in recent years, and 
the wholesale price index for 
cars is still almost exactly at its 
1957-59 average. 
However, there was “ a re­ 
grettable departure trom the 
earlier perform ance” last year 
when a 2 per cent price increase 
was put into effect, Okun said.

'Cabaret' Rates High 


In All Departments

SAN FRANCISCO - The true 
worth of any theatrical pro­ 
duction lies in our ability to 
relate it to ourselves and our 
world. On this basis “ Cabaret,” 
which opened at the Curran 
Theater last night, rates high.

As the “ Cabaret” company 
sings “ Tomorrow Belongs To 
Me,” with the cast's only Nazi, 
hand high, in the forestage, it 
takes a closed mind indeed not 
to relate the situation to the 
present. There is no violence in 
the story — only a brick-broken 
window —but hindsight imbues 
the whole plot with terror. 


Only the American boy. Cliff 
Bradshaw, sees the impending 
disaster 
Herr Schulz ( L e o 
Fuchs) is a Jewish merchant 
who believes the German people 
will not succumb to Hitler s 
song; Fraulein Schneider (Signe 
Hasso) will swing with any tide 
to keep herself afloat; Sally 
Bowles, the English cafe singer 
(Melissa Hart) is a butterfly.

Bill To Aid Recreation 


Derailed By Bureaucracy 


What looked like a thoroughly in­ 
nocuous bill—but one that could, in 
the long run, be of considerable bene­ 
fit to Californians through providing 
new recreation areas— was introduced 
in the Legislature by State Sen. John 
F. McCarthy at behest of boards of 
supervisors of Marin and Napa coun­ 
ties. 
It is a bit hard to understand Gov. 
Ronald Reagan s veto of the measure. 


MCCARTHY’S BILL (SB 559) pro­ 
vided that “ recreational uses, such as 
walkways, pathways, access points and 
view areas, shall be given considera­ 
tion in any flood control or water con­ 
servation program’’ undertaken by the 
state. It went on to say that “ when en­ 
gineering and economic features of the 
project make it practicable, adequate 
provisions shall be made for such 
public recreational uses.” 
It did not say the state would buy 
any extra land for recreation. It did 
not commit the state to spend any 
additional money for that purpose— 
although it opened the way to do so. 
It simply said recreational aspects of 
water and flood control projects should 
not be ignored 


THE BILL PASSED the Assembly 
63 to 0 and the Senate 28 to 0—show­ 
ing plainly enough that none of the 
legislators saw anything controversial 
in it. 
The state Department of Water Re­ 
sources and Department of Finance 
didn't like it. however. Their repre­ 
sentatives opposed it in committee on 
the grounds that it represented poten­ 
tial additional costs to the state. 
Their arguments made no impres­ 
sion on the legislators; but they appar­ 
ently made a very strong impression 
on Governor Reagan—for he vetoed 
the bill. 
Senator McCarthy has been urged 
to seek an over-ride of the veto during 
the current veto session of the Legis-

lature. The unanimous votes of both 
houses for the measure would make 
this appear easy to do. However, so 
many other matters undone in the 
regular session are before the legis­ 
lators now that overriding of any veto 
appears unlikely. 


THE VETO POINTS UP two things: 
the difficulty of any sane approach to 
conservation and recreation, and the 
thwarting of the people—as expressed 
through their legislators— by bureauc­ 
racy. 
At all levels from city councils 
right up to the federal government, 
proposals are presented almost con­ 
stantly for costly acquisition of lands 
for recreation use. Some of them are 
pushed even when the recreational use 
of the land is minimal or questionable 
—the Franks Valley shoreline pur­ 
chase for Mount Tamalpais State Park 
being a recent case in point. 
Vet when an approach calling for 
inter-bureau cooperation to preserve 
or create recreational land at least cost 
is proposed, it gets vetoed. 


THE GOVERNOR, of course, has 
the power of veto to offset partisan or 
extreme actions of the Legislature. 
But for him to use such power on a 
measure that passed both houses unan­ 
imously and that contains nothing 
partisan, spiteful or extreme is sur­ 
prising. 
It may be that Governor 
Reagan places the wishes of his bu­ 
reaucracies above the desires of the 
public or the Legislature. So it would 
seem in this case. 
If he does, he had better inform 
himself anew on the role of govern­ 
ment—and on his own role as gov­ 
ernor.

SACRAMENTO <CNS) - An

Earl Coke says “ could be most 
important since the first state- 
administered marketing pro­ 
grams began over 30 years 
ago.” 
Coke has announced that a 
proposed milk pooling plan has 
been mailed to producers of 
fluid mlik for their review and 
approval or disapproval. 
The pooling plan, he said, is 
the culmination of nearly 10 
years of effort on the part of 
dairy 
farm 
leaders 
to ef­ 
fectuate an equal system of 
marketing 
The 
d e p a r t m e n t 
of 
agriculture was given authori­ 
ty to work out the plan by a 
measure enacted by the 1967 
legislature, 
a u t h o r e d by 
Assemblyman Joe Gonsalves, 


D-Norwalk. who is a dairyman 
himself. 
Hearings have been held for 
several months, and the cur­ 
rent plan, director Coke said, 
is the fifth version to be con­ 
sidered. Ballots to producers 
have 
been 
mailed, 
and 
dairymen will have until Nov. 8 
to file their votes. 
Under the proposed plan, a 
single milk pool would be set 
up in California. Each dairy 
farmer would be allocated a 
specified quantity of milk to 
produce as his share of the 
class 1 fluid milk or cream 
market. 
The allocation w'ould be bas­ 
ed on each dairyman’s history 
of production and sales during 
the last six months of 1966, or 
during the calendar year of 
1967. whichever the producer 
chose 
Objective of the plan is to 
bring about a more equitable 
system of usage and payment 
allocatinns to dairymen for 


their 
commercial 
sales 
of 
market milk. 
Distributors now may choose 
from which producers they will 
obtain supplies of class I or 
market 
milk. 
The 
present 
system, it is contended, results 
in some producers not in the 
milk trust ring being required 
to sell the greater part of their 
product at a lesser price than 
Class I. 
Should the pool be put into 
effect by the department of 
agriculture, every dairyman 
would have equal opportunity 
to sell his allocated proportion 
of Class 1 and market milk at 
the prices established by the 
department after hearings on 
pricing. 
While the new plan has little, 
if anything to do with the retail 
price of milk the housewife 
pays, it at least might give 
some assurance of equity in 
the production end of the 
business.

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Power Of Mutual Funds Arouses Stock Watchdogs 


By IRWIN FRANK 
AP Business Kditor 


NEW YORK — An increase 
of about 80 per cent in the num­ 
ber of big block trades on the 
New York Stock Exchange has 
aroused the concern and inter­ 
est of the President, the securi­ 
ties and Exchange Commission 
and a university professor. 


The big blocks—exchanges of 
10.000 shares or more—are trad­ 
ed as much as 50 or more times 
a day and can affect the price of 
one or more stocks The stock 
market ticker carries to all 
parts of the country the infor­ 
mation on the big trades—most­ 
ly by the institutional investors 
and one stock goes up two 
points, another down one. up 
one-half, down two. 
The extremely rapid turnover 
caused by the buy-sell. buy-sell 
activity of the mutual funds— 
one type of institutional power 
—•has 
caused 
most 
market 
w atchers to become anxious. 
Reasons for concern over ac­ 
tions of the mutual funds are 
numerous. 
One of the fast moving con­ 
glomerates. “ Automatic” Sprin­ 
kler Corp was a darling of the 
mutual funds. The funds held 23 
per cent of the stock 
Early this year the report hit 
Wall Street that earnings of 
‘ Automatic" would be disap­ 
pointing. The tunds began a

The funds, with billions of dol­ 
lars in the market, have hit 
other companies and industries 
hard Their power has caused 
government officials and Wall 
Street observers to grow more 
and more c<»ncerned And as the 
power of the tunds increase the 
concern has grown to such ex­ 
tent that three separate investi­ 
gations have heen launched or 
are planned 
Probers will look 
into the power and effect not 
only of the mutual funds hut 
also of all institutional invest­ 
ment organizations 
Mutual funds have attracted 
the most attention because of 
their almost fantastic growth 
and because of the nature of 
some of their operations. The 
funds have grown from $500 mil­ 
lion 28 years ago to nearly $50 
billion. 
Many persons who watch the 
market are concerned that the 
institutions buy and sell in such 
large blocks that their actions 
—even though not collusive- 


can have a major effect on the 
stock prices 
Manuel F. Cohen, chairman of 
the SEC. said the stock ex­ 
change is 
an auction market 
which was built to take care of 
random orders coming from all 
over the world in small num­ 
bers 
He said it was not de­ 
signed tor funds which deal in 
25.000 share lots 
One of the effects I hat will be 
studied is the action the funds 
have based on their acting on 
information made available to 
them bv the same source ma­ 
jor research organizations that 
sell their ser\ ices to large in­ 
vestors 
The tunds are not content to 
sit back and watch their invest­ 
ment earn 6 per cent. Many are 
looking and trading tor short­ 
term gams, willing to jump in 
and out of a stock within weeks 
for a fast 20 jier cent gam.

The biggest question today on 
Wall Street, at the Securities 
and Exchange Commission and 
in the minds of small investors 
is: What are the institutions 
doing to the market?

The fact that these institutions 
—mutual funds, pensions, insur­ 
ance companies, trusts, college 
endowments—own about 40 per 
cent of all stock on the New 
York Stock Exchange gives di­ 
mension to the situation that 
some observers consider dis­ 
turbing They ask: 
Do mutual funds and other in-
